A new kind of sleeve 
button has made $50,000 in five years 
» i it- patentee, and tho simple twisting 
of safety pins in such a way that there 
In no possible danger of the point stick 
ing m the child promises to enrich its 
owner beyond any of his early dreams 
of wealth. 
A man one day turned a 
piece of wire so as to hold a cork more 
securely in a bottle and forthw ith some 
body saw a brilliant idea and patented 
the modern wire stopper holder, which 
is now used annually on several million 
U nit s, 
j ho accidental bending of a 
hairpin by a woman to prevent it from

Th e auth or’s assumption th at th e a ni­ 
mal organism is sensitive to magnetic 
conditions is contrary to scientific oh 
servatio» and experiment, but th is is 
only a detail of h is th eory and does not 
materially affect it. M. Th auzies, after 
giving reasons for rej< ctm g th e th eory 
of tv special sense and oth er h ypoth eses 
put forth on th e subject, proceeds to 
state th e following far":- wh ich lie be­ 
lieves to be firmly < sfablish ed:

“ Second.— Th ese same pigeons, left 
in open air in tie ir baskets several m in­ 
utes before releasing th em, wh ile th ey 
are given food and drink, look around 
th em, w alk to and fro, evidently study­ 
ing th e sky, until, h aving found out, 
doubtless, wh at th ey sough t, th ey re­ 
main quiet. 
Th en, if th e baskets are 
opened, th ey fly off low and almost 
h orizontally, w ith out zigzags arid in a 
straigh t, line in th e proper direction. 
“ Th ird.-—Th e same pigqpns, trans­ 
ported to a strange region— th at is, for 
instance, wh ere th ey 
must make a 
south erly journey wh en th ey are accus- 
buned t ) make a north erly one, betray 
a striking degree of disquietude in th eir 
baskets at th e moment of departure. 
Th ey seem to h e surprised and some­ 
wh at taken aback. 
As soon as th ey are 
free th ey fly olf eastward, making large 
ellipses toward th e sun. 
Th en th ey ex 
plore in all directions, h ut th ey always 
return to th e east w ith a patient tenaci­ 
ty th at seems to signify th at th ere is 
th e key of tie' problem, and th at th ere 
alone will h i* found its solution. 
After 
several minutes of th is, h aving reach ed 
an altitude of 150 to ‘200 yards, th ey 
disappear in th e proper direction. 
“ Fourth .—Th e earlier in th e m orn­ 
ing th ey are released th e more prompt 
is th eir success in getting th eir direc­ 
tion. After noon, even in calm weath er, 
and even if th e distance is small, th eir 
orientation is dull, slow, wavering and 
with out vivacity. 
“ Fifth . — Wh en 
th e day coincides! 
with a ch ange of th e moon, th e orienta­ 
tion both at th e point of departure and 
also on th e route becomes difficult, th e 
birds return slowly and at long inter­ 
vals. 
“ Six th .— Finally, even wh en th e sky 
seems everywh ere clear, it th e atmos­ 
ph ere is undergoing any of th ose invisi­ 
ble disturbances th at are revealed only 
by th e most delicate, instrum ents of our 
observatories, th e pigeons, as in th e 
preceding case, h esitate, lag beh ind and 
sometimes take double th e time th at 
would h e necessary for th eir journey 
under oth er circumstances. 
“ W h at must be concluded from th ese 
facts? 
“ Th e carrier pigeon, u bird em inent­ 
ly electric, and of excessive nervous sus­ 
ceptibility, is also endowed with pro­ 
digiously sensitive v isiduh md'wftK'spe 
cial intelligence th at cannot bo doubted.

All o f these falling 
upo n a piece o f level gro und wo uld 
m ark o ut an irregular o val, who se art 
varies w ith differing co nditio ns. It has 
been fo und that the best po int to burst 
the shrapnel is abo ut six yards abo ve 
and 50 in fro nt o f the enemy. 
Co lo nel Shrapnel o f tho British serv­ 
ice Mrsfc invented shrapnel in 1803. This 
early fo rm co nsisted simply o f a spher­ 
ical shell tilled with bullets and a burst­ 
ing charge o f po wder in the spaces be­ 
tween. 
This was a crude inventio n, 
which scattered the fragments to o much 
and was liable to go o ff when no t ex­ 
pected and no t do so when desired. 
This fo rm was impro ved upo n during 
o ur civil war, and the mo dern shrapnel 
can be co nsidered the mo st dangero us 
o f all life destro ying pro jectiles. It co n­ 
sists o f three parts—the tube, the base 
« .lid the lit ad. 
Iho po wder charge is in 
the base, which is firmly attached to 
the bo dy either by electric welding o r 
by screwing. 
Leading fro m the base 
thro ugh ttee center o f the bo dy is a tube 
v* hich is also filled w ith po wder, which 
is ignited by th*> fuse at the po int o f the 
shrapnel and carries the tiro to tho m ain 
charge. 
Between 200 and 300 bullets 
rest upo n a diaphragm just o ver tho 
po wder charge. These are held in place 
by a m atrix o f ro sin w hich is melted 
and po ured upo n the bullets when in 
place. 
A skeleto n case o f cast iro n co n 
tain ing receptacles fo r each bullet is 
so metimes used instead o f the ro sin. 
Ilie head is put o n in the same m an­ 
ner as thy base, and when the fuse is 
inserted the pro jectile is ready fo r u*e 
So me shrapnels have tho bursting charge 
in tho head instead o f the base. 
The 
fuse used is rather co mplicated, but the 
I nited States lias as go o d a o ne as 
there is. It is a time fuse and in actual 
test lias sho wn its reliability. 
It < an readily be seen that o ne great 
o bjectio n to the shrapnel is its high 
co st. The fuse alo ne co sts abo ut $ 2.50. 
The same gun is usually supplied w ith 
three styles o f am m unitio n— tho so lid 
sho t, the shell and the shrapnel. 
So me 
batteries are also supplied w ith canister 
| fo r use a t clo se quarters. 
The ballets

Many tests i 
have been made to sho w this. 
Shrapnels fired fro m a gun a mile j 
aw ay in o ne instance and a mile and 
i two -thirds in the o ther were made to 
strike a bo ard target o ne inch thick, 
j ih e fuses were seto ff by the co ntact 
; and burst the pro jectile into 200 o r 800 
j parts, each o f which was capable o f j 
dealing death to any living thing in it- 
path. 
Screens were placed at indicated 
distances behind the target. These may ! 
be co nsidered as representing a battalio n 
o f infantry in co lumn o f co mpanies, 
fro m the number o f hits upo n all o f 
them the efficiency o f shrapnel
